works progress administrator 
Mr. Roosevelt, in announcing the 
plan to aid an estimated 500,000 of 
young men and girls. Baid: 
Provides Allowances 
“ I have determined that we,shall 
do something for the nation's un­ 
employed 
youth 
because we can 
ill afford to lose the skill and en­ 
ergy of these young men and wo­ 
men." 
The President stressed the point. 
in enlisting

that every attention be given to 
finding jobs 
in 
private industry 
and promised a "minimum allow­ 
ance during the duration of appren­ 
ticeship.”

Up to Local Command 


That the situation rested entire­ 
ly in the hands of the general head 
quarters 
as Hsingking 
was indi 
rated by both the foreign office and 
war office spokesmen at Tokyo. 
They insisted that they lacked 
official Information concerning the 
Chahar fracas. 
The war office spokesman said 
the high command depended on the 
Japanese 
army in Manchukuo to 
settle the affair locally, as it was 
fully empowered to do. 
The fact that Manchukuan forc­ 
es were detailed to punish 
the 
Chinese aroused speculation as to 
whether the 
Japanese 
army in 
Manchukuo had been ordered by 
the Tokyo high command to stay 
out of North China territory in or­ 
der to avoid international reper­ 
cussions. 
The war office spokesman de­ 
nied that 
any such orders were 
issued, but non-Japanese authori­ 
ties pointed out that there was 
little difference whether Japanese 
regulars 
or 
Mc.nchukuan 
forces 
were engaged, since the latter are 
under the command of the Jap a­ 
nese military.

for the building of the state capitol. 
They 
seem as numerous aa the passengers on the 
Mayflower. The fact is: No atone was haul­ 
ed by team when the statehouse was built, 
excepting a part of the stone used In the 
basement 
Before beginning building operations, the 
Mate contracted for the stone with William 
N Sullivan!, who had a quarry west of the 
city, paying 50 cents a perch of 25 cubic 
feel 
In the spring of 1S49 a railroad was 
built from the quarry to the site of the 
building. Small locomotives were used to 
draw the trains of atone over this line. All 
of the dimension and most of the irregular 
piece* were transported from the quarries 
over the railroad, and there was no wagon 
hauling after 1848.
